CIVIC  CENTER  MASTER  PLAN 

Join  us  to  hear  from  the  City  Administrative  Office  (CAO)  regarding  the  Civic  Center  Master  Plan 
(CCMP).  The  City  of  Los  Angeles  needs  to  replace  aging  facilities  around  the  Civic  Center.  In  order  to  do 
so  it  has  initiated  a  new  master  plan  for  the  area  to  guide  its  development  over  the  next  15  years.  The 
CCMP  lays  out  a  vision  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  areas  east  of  City  Hall.  Its  primary  goal  is  to 
consolidate  City  offices  into  new,  larger  buildings  to  allow  for  more  housing  and  commercial  retail  space 
in  the  area.  It  could  add  up  to  one  million  square  feet  of  housing  on  the  perimeters  of  the  Civic  Center. 
The  first  action  under  the  plan  would  be  the  demolition  of  Parker  Center  and  its  replacement  with  a  new 
City  office  building  (with  ground  floor  retail)  by  2020.
